FOUND DEAD AUTO SMASHED PLAYGROUND NEWS 

I That Fall From Wagon Drunken Chauffeur Responsible For Commission Now Has Control of Higlt- 
Klllti! Driver | Wrecked Car lands Playground

MUSIC OF THE ABORIGINES 

Norwegian Explorers Secure Some 
New Phonographic Record* in 
Northern Canada. 

The explorers, Christian Leden and 
Harald Thnulow, have just returned 
to Christiania from an expedition to 
Northern Canada which was underta 
ken with the object of collecting phon 
ographic records of the folksongs ot 
the various Indian tribes and compar 
Ing them with those obtained in ear 
Her expeditions to the Esquimaux 
with the view of establishing how fai 
was their common origin. 

The largest tribe visited was the 
Cree. which numbers over 20,000 
Their chief, Montonigik, was at first 
hostile, but, after a few presents of 
tobacco and glasB beads and after 
having been told that the explorers 
had been sent by the king of Norwny 
to make his tribe famous, he became 
more amenable to the wishes of the 
explorers. 

They brought back with them a 
most interesting collection of films 
and records of Indian life and music, 
Leden will go In the fall to Greenland 
for further Investigation in th« Bpring 
of 1913 and a long final exploration of 
Northwest Canada which will extend 
for three years. He will visit tribes 
that have never been in contact with 
the whites, he says. 


Saved the Canvasbacks. 

The last duck that we Baved from 
starving to death by the local trolley 
employes, who caught and fed them 
last winter, was shipped to New York 
city recently, consigned to one of the 
many parks In that city. 

Some time ago three canvasbacks 
were shipped, but the one that was 
sent recently was not strong enough, 
so it was kept here longer. When the 
lake was closed by the Ice last winter 
many of these ducks were frozen to 
the Ice and others became so fur fain 
Ished that they were unable to fly. 
The trolley men runnlug between here 
and Brancliport when they Baw the 
birds In such a condition took them to 
the power house and fed them. The 
majority were freed after the ice 
broke, up, but the four largest were 
shipped to New York city. — Penn Yan 
Correspondence Rochester Union and 
Advertiser.

WALTHAM 
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ALDERMEN RESUME SESSIONS 

Many Hearings at First Meeting Alter Summer 
Vacation • 


The board of aldermen met on Mon 
day evening for the firet time after 
the summer vacation. There was a 
large attendance of spectators as 
many hearings had been assigned for 
that evening. President Gray was in 
the chair and Aldermen Bomis, Blake- 
more, Cabot, Cox, Early, Heard, Hig- 
ginB, Jones, Miller, Moore, Murphy, 
Sullivan and Williamson were also 
present. 

The petitions of the Edison Com- 
pany for pole locations on Lake ave- 
nue were opposed by a representative 
group of Newton Highlands gentle- 
men. Mr. C. H. Llnghara headed the 
opposition and presented a long re- 
monstrance and many letters from 
property owners on the Btreet. Mr. 
Lingham believed the poles would be 
a serious detriment to the avenue, 
which is one of the beautiful strectB 
of the city. Mr. E. E. Hills explained 
the situation and suggested several 
other ways by which the applicants 
for electricity might be reached. Ex- 
alderman G. H. Mellen spoke vigor- 
ously in opposition saying that the poles 
would be a disfigurement to the Btreet 
‘ and a detriment to property. Dr. 9. 
L. Eaton Bald that there was a pole in 
his back yard and he believed it feas- 
ible to serve the applicants In some 
such manner. 

The petition for poles on Regent 
street was favored by ex-alderman A. 
P. Carter, who spoke for Clara M. 
Holmes. Mr. Carter Bald that Mrs. 
Holmes had taken the house In the 
spring and made many improvements, 
Including electric wiring, and these 
poleB were necessary to reach the 
house. Other plans had been tested 
and there seemed no other way. At 
present she was using candles for 
light as there waB no gas in the house. 
Mr. P. J. Burrage Bpoke for another 
estate on the street Baying that it 
would soon require electric light. Mr. 
H. E. Copeland Bald he didn’t want to 
be "fussy” but he didn't want so many 
poles in front of his house, although 
he was willing to have a pole placed 
In htB back yard. 

On the petition for poles on Pleas- 
ant street, ex-alderman A. H. Rolfe 
spoke in opposition, saying that the 
property of the Newton Associates 
which he represented, came to the 
Btreet line and their tenants would be 
in close proximity to the poleB and 
wires. As there was only one appli- 
cant for electricity it Beemed hardly 
fair to burden their valuable proper- 
ty with this annoyance. 

On the laying of a concrete sidewalk 
on Cherry street under the betterment 
act, Mr. JuBtin McCarthy spoke in 
favor saying that in wet weather it 
was impossible to keep the feet dry 
and in dry weather the pebbleB made 
walking unpleasunt. 95 per cent of 
the traffic, he said, was in the Btreet. 
The conditions were deplorable and 
the neighborhood desired a substan- 
tial Bldewalk. 

Hearings on the laying out of Los 
Angeles and Allison streets under the 
betterment act brought out' speakers 
of various ‘nationalities, some of whom 
Bpoke broken and sometimes, unintel- 
ligible English. The first speaker was 
an Italian, whose remarks were il- 
lumined by one sentence which every- 
one understood — to the effect that 
everyone kicked like hell. A repre- 
sentative of the Robert Shaw estate 
urged tlie city to accept the street. 
Mr. I 3 . J. E. Lacroix told how teams 
had been stuck in mud to their hubs. 
Mr. E. O. Jennison said the Btreet was 
in good condition in front of his place 
and he didn’t see the need of work on 
the entire street. Mr. J. Poullot said 
he had lived there 24 years and was 
willing to do Ilia share. Mrs. Spell- 
man Bald they couldn’t use the side- 
walk in front of her place and that 
the doctor wouldn’t come down the 
street in the winter time. Mr. Reu- 
ben Forbnall said that these streets 


were practically Impassible at times 
and that the streets were used con- 
siderably more than formerly on ac- 
count of the passageway to the 
StearnB school. A large majority of 
the residents were willing to pay the 
betterments necessary to improve the 
streets. 

No one appeared at the hearing on 
the Edison petition for poles on New- 
ton vi lie avenue, or on the petition of 
Mrs. A. W. Blakemore to keep gaso- 
lene on Bennington street. The lat- 
ter petition was immediately granted. 

The appointments of various elec- 
tion officers, which have already 
been printed in the Graphic, were 
confirmed. 

The Mayor sent In communications 
recommending the widening of Pearl 
Street, near Centre street and the 
rounding of the corner of Lexington 
and River streets. He also Invited 
the aldermen to make the usual In- 
spection of the streets and city prop- 
erty on next Saturday. 

The city physician sent In a report 
on the physical condition qf Thomas 
Dolan and John Prior, applicants for 
pensions, the Chief of Police made a 
favorable report on the proposed in- 
corporation of the Eliqt Co-operative 
Club Camp, the Street Commissioner 
submitted schedules of street sprink- 
ling assessments and the Forest Com- 
missioner submitted schedules of 
moth assessments. The Chief of Po- 
lice also recommended the revocation 
of the liquor transportation permit 
of William Bailey. 

Other communications filed were 
from the Middlesex and Boston St. 
Rwy. Co. relative to consolidation 
with the Lexington & Boston Co., 
from the Boston Elevated Co. sub- 
mitting list of railway police officers, 
from the League of American Mu- 
nicipalities relative to convention at 
Buffalo, from F. M. Sherman, Tr., ac- 
cepting award for land taken on 
Chestnut street, and from A. W. Rob- 
inson objecting to laying out of Wa- 
ban Hill road. 

Petition of Edward Collins to run 
an automobile for hire, was granted. 

These petitions were also received, 
Michael Cannon and John Prior for 
pensions, Everett C. Dodge for 6th 
class liquor license, G. F. McConnell 
and L. Lombardi for wagon licenses,

The bass, particularly, were 
so filled with curiosity that in Jump- 
ing up Into the air for the purpose of 
Investigation they fell over the sides 
nf the boat, and we picked them up 
at will.” 

All of which indicates the time wast 
ed by gentlemen who have curefully 
figured out that they have to use a 
hook and line. As a means of sport 
shadow fishing has shadow boxing 
backed off the boards.

Our Newlonvllle friends ore wak- 
ing up to the danger announced last 
summer In the Graphic, of the pos- 
sibility of a railroad embankment 
and track right across that pleasant 
village. The Grand Trunk has the 
right to do this now. and probably 
will do so If the expense Is not too 
great. It remains for the land own- 
ers In Newlonvllle to settle this ques- 
tion for themselves. The railroad, 
can, of course, take the property by 
eminent domain, but this is usually 
such an expensive method, that It 
probably would be used as little as 
possible. If the land owners can 
force the railroad to take thiH course, 
It may create a situation which will 
prevent the construction of the line. 
Wlille the act, granting the company 
the right of way across Newton, re- 
quires a quasi approval of the route 
by the aldermen. Its disapproval can 
be vetoed by the railroad commission- 
ers, so that the action of the local au- 
thorities Is of small consequence. As 
one member of the railroad commis- 
sion. Mr. George W. Bishop, resides 
in Newlonvllle, it can be assumed 
that his neighbors will soon let him ( 
know wliat they think of the situa- 
tion.

GREAT AUK’S VALUABLE EGG 

One Recently Sold it Auction In Lon- 
don for $1,500 — Bird Is Now 
Extinct. 

An egg of the great auk, or gare- 
fowl, a bird now extinct, was sold at 
auction in London for a sum equiva- 
lent to $1,600. 

Not all great auk’s eggs are alike, 
in length they vary from four and one- 
eighth Inches to fivo inches. The 
greater number found have a white 
ground, but others are of various 
shades of buff. In some cases the 
markings are spots, shown in blotches 
or lines. 

It la said that no living auk has been 
seen Blnce 1844. The birds were ex- 
terminated by the ruthless traffic In 
their eggs and skins, although their 
numbers, especially on tho Newfound- 
land and Labrndor coasts, where once 
they were very numerous, were great- 
ly reduced by their wholesale slaught- 
er for food. 

The most remarkable characteristic 
of the great auk whs It Inability to fly. 
Its wings were scarcely more than 
fins, which aided the bird In swim- 
ming. 


Doubtful 3uccess. 

Much excitement was caused n few 
weeks ago In Calcutta by a particular- 
ly Insanitary and evil-smelling tank 
suddenly changing to a perfumed one. 
giving off the refreshing smell of 
lemon. 

To the nntiveB this portended the 
coming of a great Indian goddess, who 
would arise out of the water; so the 
pilgrims gathered In thousands ta 
havo their sins washed away and dis- 
eases cured. A guileless youth also 
had been selling this holy water al 
five rupees per bottle, which is equal 
to 6s. 8d. 

But soon afterward It was discov- 
ered that a large consignment of es 
sentlal oils, belonging to a firm ol 
perfumers close by, had got smashed, 
and afterward leaked Into the tank. 
The natives now feel rather uncora 
fortable at the thought of having 
drunk the dirty water. It Is to be 
hoped that they will know the smell 
of holy water next time they meet 
near a perfumer’s work. — Answers.

The auditorium has a sealing ca- 
pacity of 210 and provisions have 
been made for the construction of a 
gallery to Beat 75. 

The pastor'H Btudy and choir room 
are on thiB floor and both are well 
located light rooms and furnished In 
good taste. • 

The choir loft 1b arranged to seat 
sixteen. 

The parlor to be UBed by the La- 
dle’s Circle and already furniBhed by 
them Is in the tower and directly 
over the main entrance, 

The services of dedication week 
were opened by the Sunday School at 
9.45 on Sunday and as It was “Rally 
Sunday’* and relatives and friendB ; 
were invited the School had many 
visitors. Rev. Dr. William Ewing of 
BoBton delivered an addreBS and the 
superintendent Mrs. Frank Miller 
started the School on the work for 
the year which promises to be moBt 
prosperous. At the regular morning 
service at 10.45 the Auditorium was 
filled to hear the minister Rev. Dr. 
Andrew W. Archibald deliver the ser- 
mon. A solo was rendered at this ser- 
vice by Mr. Ernest L. ZeiB, the organ- 
iBt being Mr. Frank L. Miller. 

Announcement was made at this 
service of a gift to be made to the 
church of a memorial clock In mem- 
ory of the only one of the eighty 
original members who haB died. 
Three new members were received 
into the church. Nine children were 
baptized at the afternoon service at 
3.16 and this was followed by the 
communion service with the commu- 
nion address by the Rev. J. B. Sea- 
bury of Wellesly Hills a former pas- 
tor. Presiding at the table with brief 
addressee were Rev. George A. Hall 
of Brookline and Rev. Henry A. Hyde 
of Somersworth N. H., both of whom 
have acted aB temporary supplies for 
the church. 

At 7 P. M. an evening service 
specially In the interests of Young 
People was held with addreBBes by 
the Rev. Edward M. Noyes of the 
First Church, Newton Centre, and the 
Rev. Jay T. Stocking of the Central 
Church, Newtonvllle. At this service 
music was rendered by the new choir. 

At the Dedicatory Service on Tues- 
day ovening following the Organ Vol- 
untary, the singing of the Doxology, 
the Invocation and Lord s Prayer by 
the Rev. Charles L. Merriam of New- 
ton, the statement of the building 
committee was read by J. Porter 
RusBell Esq; In this statement the 
committee acknowledged the help 
given by the Congregational Chur- 
ches of Newton who contributed 13,600 
toward the building fund, and ex- 
pressed their appreciation of Mr. 
William C. Strong’s gift of the land 
which crystallized the movement tow- 
ard a new church and atteBted to the

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PROPOSED RAILRO AD ROUTE ACROSS NEWTON 

Engineers Have Staked a Possible Location for Belt Line of 
the Grand Trunk Railway 


StakPB showing a tentative route 
ior the belt line of the Grand Trunk 
.xailway across this city have been 
jut In position during the paBt few 
•veeks and have aroused a storm of 
protest. The accompanying pain, 
which we print thru the courtesy of 
♦ he Boston Transcript, shows the mat- 
ter quite clearly and a detailed de- 
scription follows. 

After crossing the Charles River 
from Watertown into Newlonvllle the 
survey as indicated by the stakeB, 
lakes a course almost due south, 
crossing Washburn street. Fair OakB 
avenue and Crafts street, where there 
is a line of street oars running from 
Newton vllle to Wfelih&m. Thdn tlfe 
line takes a generous slice off the 
nine-hole course of the Albemarle 
Golf Club. The tracks. If located here, 
will be unpleasantly close to the Fes- 
senden School for boys. 

leaving the golf linkB the Burvey 
cuts through ihe city yard and sta- 
bleB on the north side of Watertown 
street, the principal highway from 
Nonantum to West Newton, and on 
the other side of this thoroughfare 
the stakes are placed within a few 
yards of the Horace Mann School. 

From this point the line runs be- 
tween, and parallel with, Brookslde 
avenue and Wnlker street, both lined 
with residences, and emerges 6n 
Washington street, one of the most 
mportant thoroughfares in the city, 
with a double line of car tracks. The 1 
•takes are driven so that after cross- 
ing Washington street the line prac- 
tically touches the house of the New- 
lonvllle hook and ladder truck, where 
one of the two automobile combina- 
tions is Btatloned. 

Then the survey crosses the four 
tracks of the New York Central’s 
Boston & Albany division, which runs 
parallel with Washington street for 
?everal miles. After crossing the 
tracks the engineers were forced to 
make a detour to get around the eaBt 
aide of what is known as WeBt New- 
ton Hill. The line crosses Austin 
street, Highland avenue, Otis street. 
Highland street and thence runs par- 
allel with Lowell avenue until Com- 
monwealth avenue Is reached. 

If the staked course is adhered to 
the property of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, at Lowell avenue and Otis 
street, Newtonvllle, will be ruined. 
A short distance beyond this point the 
route passes within two hundred 
yards of the Classical and Technical 
High Schools and directly in ttae<rear 
of the tennis courts and athletic field 
of the High Schools. 

After crossing Valentine Btreet the 
line takes some of the land on Wau- 
wlnet Farm, the model dairy estab- 
lishment conducted by Representative 
George H. Ellis, and then It crosses 
Commonwealth avenue. 

After crossing the boulevard ithe 
Burvey swings toward the westr.-aid 
passes in the rear of the Newton Cem- 
etery and across Beacon street. From 
this point it runs through swampy 


land, crossing Wilber and George 
streets and the Cochltnnte aqueduct 
in Newton Centre. 

In Newton Highlands the survey 
crosses Woodward street and then 
runs parallel to that thoroughfare, 
which makes a sharp turn. Hero 
there is a natural valley between two 
extremely high stretches of land, one 
extending into Newton Upper Falls 
and the other running back toward 
the centre of Newton Highlands. The 
survey naturally follows the vantage 
point and crosses BoylBton street, the 
old Worcester turnpike, with Its 
double tine of tracks belonging to the 
Boston & .Worcester, Street Railway 
Company. Further rfn the line crosses 
the double-track system of the New- 
ton circuit of the New York Central 
& HudBon River system and but a 
short distance beyond another rail- 
road line has to be crossed. It Is the 
WoonBocket branch of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford system, a 
single-track line which runs from 
Newton Highlands through Needham. 

At this point a radical change In 
the survey occurs. Instead of follow- 
ing the logical line across the swampy 
land that borders the Charles River 
and thence across the Needham 
boundary toward Dedham and the 
points beyond, the stakes swing to- 
ward the southeast into the Oak 
Hill section. Needham and Winches- 
ter Btreets, Upland avenue and Vea- 
zie streets are crossed and then the 
line crosses Dedham street at a point 
near where that thoroughfare joins 
Walnut street. Then Parker street, 
ihe direct road to Newton Centre, is 
crossed, after which the survey cuts 
across Dudley road near Greenwood 
street. Brookline street and Lagrange 
street are the laBt thoroughfares en- 
countered before the line of stakes 
croBBes the Newton boundary into 
West Roxbury, not far from the Mt. 
Benedict Catholic Cemetery and close 
to the Brookline boundary. 

From this point the survey swlngB 
to the east, running through several 
sections of Boston and bordering the 
Neponset River in the direction of 
South Boston. 

It Is probable that the engineers 
will run oluer surveys before making 
n final selection, and a line may be 
surveyed that will follow the shortest 
route toward Dedham. Such a sur- 
vey would run due south from New- 
ton Upper Falls across the Needham 
boundary, rather than swing from 
Newton Upper Falls across the Oak 
Hill section. 

CORRESPONDENCE 

Boston. Mass., Sept. 17, 1912, 
Editor, Newton Graphic: — 

Dear Sir: — The newspapers of 
Newton have always been willing to 
take an Interest in anything of im- 
portance to the city, and for this rea- 
son I would like a little space for 
this communication. 

The map published by the Boston 


Transcript and Boston Post gives a 
clear Idea of one of the routes staked 
out by the engineers of the Grand 
Trunk Railroad for their Providence 
I Branch, which circles through sever- 
al of the Newtons and of course must 
avoid grade crossings, which will 
probably mean an enbankment or 
gravel twenty to thirty feet high and 
eighty or more feet wide nt the base. 

Over this the engines will screech 
and belch forth smoko and cinders, 
while the thunder of the heavy trains 
carrying trAns-contlnental freight 
will disturb the neighbors for a mile 
or so. 

The_ Fes^ondem- School, with Its 
’boys from all 'over the country, will 
be injured, as well as the Horace 
Mann, both High Schools and the 
Claflln Field, which the two Days and 
Charlie Dennison, together with pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, donated to the 
city. 

Picture this mountain of earth 
crossing Commonwealth Avenue. To 
save space, I will not follow the line 
beyond Newtonvllle. In order to pre- 
vent an elevated road through the 
Newtons, the city widened Washing- 
ton Street and paid ten per cent of 
the coBt of depression of the roadbed, 
for which the city 1 b paying principal 
and Interest on bonds Issued for over 
a million dollars. 

On the south side, the cost to the 
city was about $76,000 additional. In 
addition to this, our city pays itB 
proportion of the twenty-five per cent 
assumed by the State of Massachu- 
setts. 

Does It seem reasonable after all 
this outlay to preserve the beauty of 
the city to permit a foreign road to 
damage, If not destroy, miles of our 
city property without restriction and 
without compensation. Newton is 
growing In popularity and people 
from Brookline, Dorchester and other 
sections are constantly moving here 
and to the development of property 
during the past year is mainly due 
the reduction in the tax rate. 

Cannot every citizen, even though 
one of the proposed routes does not 
cross his territory, see that the road 
will be a serious injury and Indirect- 
ly a cause of higher taxation to every 
tax payer in Newton? 

The Newtonvllle Improvement As- 
sociation is arranging for a public 
meeting In Newtonvllle to discuss the 
matter and It is hope' 1 'hat every one 
who haB any interes. A n the welfare 
of the city will give Ju,port.

IX MR. WEEKS'S MSTIHCT 

II brhoovra the frien'dR of .ipsain 
John \V. Weeks, In the new ]3th Con- 
KroBPlonal district, to go to the polls 
next Tuesday and make his nomina- 
tion sure. Ordinarily there would 
appear no doubt on this score, but 
conditions are this year peculiar. 
Onc-lmlf of the district is new. To 
ltB people Captain Weeks is relatively 
unacquainted. His opponent Is mak- 
ing a vigorous, though somewhat fan- 
tastic, campaign. 

Mr. Weeks is one of the conspicu- 
ous lenders of the national House of 
Representatives. It would be ex- 
tremely unfortunate if anything 
should happen, either now or in No- 
vember, to terminate his pre-eminent 
public service. This is a period, more 
than ever before in our history, when 
sane-minded business men are needed 
in the councils of the nation. 

The United States needs monetary 
reform more than anything else 
which Congress can give it. Alone 
among the civilized nations of the 
world we are tolerating an antiquat- 
ed and inelastic currency system. To 
thiB discussion Mr. Weeks, from his 
service on the Monetary Commission, 
brings unquestioned strength and in- 
fluence. His original appointment on 
that body attests to his high stand- 
ing in Washington. 

In the last Republican Congress he 
was chairman of the Post Office Com- 
mittee, and as such fashioned an ap- 
propriation bill carrying $240,000,000. 
It was adopted by his colleagues in 
the House without the change of a 
punctuation mark — no small tribute 
to his effectiveness as a law-maker.

The company haB 1 
one year in which to file its planB. 1 
The approval or disapproval of the 1 
board of aldermen has but little value 1 
as the matter also requires approval by 1 
the railroad commissioners, of which ' 
a Newtonville resident, Mr. George W. ] 
Bishop, is a member. It is possible, of ] 
course, that the route as shown on 1 
the map may be changed, and it is 
certain that the language of the law 1 
will not permit the company to take a 1 
location which will lead it to the Bos- 1 
ton line, as it it most explicitly stated 1 
that the route must be In Needham, 
Newton and Watertown, and It does < 
not require a lawyer to determine i 
that question. As 1 pointed out last ; 
summer, there is a possible route by 1 
way of the valley of Laundry brook, ’ 
which might be more feasible or ad- 1 
visable than the one proposed west of 1 
Newtonville square, but either would i 
be a blot on the topography of the i 
city. Our representatives In the Legis- 
lature, all of whom voted for this bill, ! 
inform me that in their opinion, this i 
belt line through Newton will not be < 
constructed, on account of its enor- ! 
mous cost, and it is earnestly hoped ! 
that they are right. 

There appears to be a feeling In the J 
air that the state primary next Tues- 
day will be largely attended.

tested by Mr. Long of Framingham. ‘

Members of tho hoard of aldermen, 
city officials and newspapermen were 
(he guests of Mayor Charles E. Hat- 
field last Saturday at the annual In- 
spection of tho city Blroots and build- 
ings. Tho party met at City Hall at 
nine o’clock, where a dozen or more 
automobiles were in waiting, and In-, 
eluded Aldermen Cabot, Williamson.; 
Pratt, Early, Moore, Chadbourne, : 
Gray and Jamleaon. 

The first visit was made to the pa- 
trol stable In the rear of the City, 
where new floorB have been laid dur- 
ing tho summer. At the Engine House 
In WcBt Newton, the horses were call- 
ed out and Iho new drill tower in the 
rear of the building was Inspected. 
The proposed widening at the corner 
of Lexington and River streets was 
viewed without stopping and the run 
ended at Auburndale park, which 1 b 
being filled in for playground pur- 
poses. A conference followed on the 
Weston bridge, the Improvement of 
which Mayor Hatfield and his 
predecessors have often urged. 
Plans calling for a new bridge 
to cost 160,000.00 and others 
for repairs costing from $28,000.00 up- 
wards were explained by City Engi- 
neer Rogers. Without asking permis- 
sion of the Mayor, the city auto- 
mobiles were then taken out of the 
city for a beautiful ride on the Wes- 
ton shore to Norumbega tower and 
from thence to Newton Lower Falls 
over the Concord Btreet bridge.

STRONG PROTESTS MADE 


Newtonvllle Voices Its Indignation Against Railroad Location 

In This City 


The meeting was called to order at 
8 o’clock by Mr. O. \V. AuryanBen, 
President of the NewtonvlUe Improve- 
ment Association. 

Mr. Auryansen briefly Blated that 
the purpoBe of the meeting web to 
protest againBt the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Railway through New- 
ton, and he then Introduced Mayor 
Hatfield ob Chairman of the meeting. 

Mayor Hatfield said I know this 
meeting meana a great deal to New- 
ton and I know how you people feel, 
near whose residences there is a pos- 
sibility of this road going, and I know 
and believe that the citizens of New- 
ton do not want the city cut in two 
by any such railroad. 

Whether there Is a probability or 
strong possibility or not of the road 
taking another location In Newton, it 
Is something I do not think you and 
I can decide tonight. But there are 
certain conditions that would have to 
be met with. Whether the plan aB 
laid out Is only a feeler or whether it 
is the real path that the Grand Trunk 
expect to take through Newton, no 
one knows, but should the city of 
Newton, through the Board of Alder- 
men, require certain changes In con- 
nection with It, they would have to 
be met before the Railroad Commis- 
sion would grant the location, and so 
we have one source of redress at 
least, and under certain conditions, as 
Representative Bills will tell you, the 
board may refuse to grant It at all. 

Mayor Hatfiold then Introduced Mr. 
G. M. Thompson, Chief Engineer of 
the Grand Trunk Railroad. 

Mr. Thompson said that he had 
been requested by Mr. Fltzhugh, 
President of the Grand Trunk, to 
come and explain the engineering 
work which had been going on In 
Newton, and to answer what questions 
might be asked. He stated that the 
route as staked out was not to be 
considered as the definite plan of the 
road, but was merely a base line 
from which plans might be drawn 
and final plans made. He also said 
that It was the Intention of the road 
to construct this line where it would 
do the least possible damage and 
where It would be the least expensive 
for the road. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Thomp- 
son said that he understood thiB was 
to be a belt line connecting the other 
two roads of the company together 
at Dedham and at Watertown, for 
both passenger .and freight traffic. 

Mr. Thompson also Bald that it 
was his understanding that after the 
company bad decided on its routes, 
plans were to be submitted to the 
Railroad Commission, and within 10 
days copies of said plans were to be 
filed with each municipality or town. 
If these cities and towns then failed 
to report of these plans either in fa- 
vor or adversely within 60 days, the 
location was to be established by the 
Railroad Commission. 


In reply to question as to whether 
It would be possible to use connect- 
ing lines rather than run new tracks 
parallel, Mr. Thompson Btated that it 
would he possible, but the companies 
must have Independent management. 

Mayor Hatfield said that this was 
the suggestion alBo of the City En- 
gineer, and that If the tracks could 
not be used jointly then construct ad- 
ditional tracks beside the present 
tracks of the B. & A. 

At this point Mayor Hatfield stated 
that this proposition was favored by 
the RoBton Chamber of Commerce, 
and that perhaps some of the direc- 
tors, who were residents of Newton, 
were present and might saV a word. 
No one appeared, however. 

Mayor Hatfield then introduced 
Rep. George H. Ellis. 

Mr. Ellis said: I was told that if 
I came down to this meeting I had 
better bring the other two represen- 
tatives from Newton with me In or 
der that they might act as bearers to 
carry my remains out of the hall, but 
do not believe It necessary. 

Rep. Ellis quoted sections of the 
Act authorizing the construction of 
this road, and showed that two dis- 
tinct lines were authorized, one to 
start from the State line between New 
Hampshire and Vermont and to go 
through various towns and cities by 
wav of Lowell, Lexington, Waltham, 
Watertown, Cambridge, Everett and 
Chelsea Into the city of Boston ; and 
the other from the town of Black 
stone through Franklin, Walpole, Ded- 
ham and Milton Into the city of Bos 
ton; and that a connecting or belt 
line was authorized„between the two 
main lines, said belt line to start 
from Dedhum at one end and pass 
through Needham and Newton and 
connect with the other main line at 
Watertown. This, he said, was as 
requested in the original petition, and 
was accompanied by petitions signed 
by thousands of property owners and 
citizens requesting that the railroad 
be given a location in this state. 
These petitions contained the names 
of some 800 citizens of Newton, most 
of whom were property owners and 
business men. Mr. Ellis, further 
stated various sections of the act 
showing that unless work was actu- 
ally started within one year after the 
plans were approved by the Railroad 
Commissioners, and was completed 
within three years, then the act 
was to lapse, unlesB the Rail- 
road Commissioners, should ex- 
tend the periods provided con- 
ditions should warrant it. He also 
called attention to the fact that after 
plans of the complete location de- 
sired were filed with the Railroad 
Commission, certified copies must, 
within 10 days, be filed with the va- 
rious cities and towns and If the cities 
and towns failed to agree on some lo- 
cation and so reported to the Rull- 


road Commission, then after due no- 
tice the route was to be specified by 
the Railroad Commissioners. 

It was his opinion that the chanccB 
of the road ever being built were 
very remote as the company had not 
yet been authorized to construct a 
line by the state of New Hampshire, 
and K was doubtful if legislation 
could be passed by them In order 
that work might be started In Massa- 
chusetts within one year, from the 
passage of the order, June 10, 1012. 

It ‘was hiB opinion also that it 
would be much cheaper and simpler 
for the Grand Trunk to use existing 
lines of the New Haven Roads rather 
than to attempt to build new lines 
and believed that perhaps this con- 
clusion might be reached by the 
railroads, provided they could make 
satisfactory agreements. 

In response to various questions of 
Alderman Frank R. Moore and others, 
Mr. Ellis stated that he favored an 
expression of opinion on behalf of the 
people present and other citizens and 
perhaps the petitioning of the Legis- 
lature to change the location of this 
belt line and make it a little further 
west, although It was his opinion that 
this might destroy the value of a belt 
line If situated too far from Boston 
He said further that the company did 
not file any plans with the petitions 
because they believed they should, 
when the time came, be obliged to 
pay exhorbitant prices for the land 
taken. He also said that it was 
matter for the Railroad Commission 
to decide whether or not the line 
should be constructed, at grade, or 
above or below grade. 

Mr. Joseph Byers of Newtonvlllo 
stated that he believed the represen- 
tatives from Newton in the Legisla- 
ture had not rightfully done their 
duty to the citizens in not in some 
manner notifying the city government 
that the act proposed to place this 
road through Newton. He also favor- 
ed an expression of appreciation on 
the part of those present. 

Upon motion of Alderman Moore, it 
was voted that it is the sense of the 
meeting that those present are de- 
cidedly opposed to the locution of this 
road through the city of Newton, and 
that copies of said opinion be mailed 
to the Mayor, City Government, Rail 
road Commissioners, Representatives 
and Senators in the Legislatures. 

Upon motion of Mr. Charles 
Riley It was voted that a committee to 
consist of one person from each ward 
be appointed to bring about the de- 
sired results. 

Upon motion of another cltizeu It 
was voted to extend a vote of thanks 
to all the newspapers that had called 
the attention of the citizens to this 
proposed road, and particularly the 
Newton Graphic and the Newton 
TimeB. 

The meeting adjourned at 9.15 
o’clock. 


DISABLED 0\ FIRST RUN 


New Combination !l .Meets with Ac- 
cident on Initial* Trip. 


Newton’s new auto combination. 
No. 9, located at the Chestnut Hill 
House, was disabled last Monday, 
while responding to an alarm from 
box 117, when the knuckle of the 
steering gear broke in coming down 
the FrunltJln street Hill, narrowly 
missing u tree and luckily saving 
the driver from serious injury. 

Since the new auto has been hous- 
ed at Chestnut Hill, it had never 
responded to an alarm, and the out- 
come of the first trip was awaited 
with much interest by members of 


the company. WJten the niarni 'was 
sounded Captain A. T. Whiting took 
the wheel, and hose man A. L. Lowell 
occupied the seat beside the driver. 

The truck made exceptionally good 
time up to the time of the accident, 
travelling nt a good rate oyer Wu- 
verley avenue. To make the curve 
from Woverley avenue to Frunklin 
Btreet, Captain Whiting slowed the 
machine down to eighteen miles an 
hour, ami had just reached the Park 
street crossing when the knuckle 
broke. The forward wheels col- 
lapsed, breaking every Bpoke in the 
left hand wheel, and had not Cap- 
tain Whiting had the presence of 
mind to apply the emergency brake, 
the big truck would have crashed 
Into a tree.

1744 last year and the Democrats in- 
creased their vote from 199 to 667. 
If the so-called “progressive” element 
kept away from the polls in other 
parts of the state, there was not 
much evidence of It here in Newton. 
Of course the fact that Congressman 
John W. Weeks was a candidate for 
renomination with an active opponent, 
and that Mr. G. Frederick Simpson 
was a candidate for fhe councillor 
nomination, undoubtedly helped to 
swell the Republican vote. Both 
these gentlemen have every reason to 
be proud of the vote of their home 
city. Captain Weeks received a vote 
of 1662 and his opponent but 294. Mr. 
Simpson received the highest vote in 
the city for a contested office, 1672, 
and both his opponents totaled but 
143. 

Hon. Joseph Walker carried the 
city with 1100 votes, altho Hon. Ev- 
of 405 to 232. The contest in which 
the party took the greatest interest, 
erett C. Benton gave him a close call 
with 815. 

On the Democrat Ic side, Governor 
Foss defeated Mr. Pelletier by a vote 
however, wub between Daley of 
Brookline and Mitchell of Marlboro 
for the nomination for Congress. ThiB 
city has been fighting ground for 
both nnd the Mitchell supporters were 
jubilant when the result showed their 
mail In the lead with 317 to 295 for 
Daley. 

The contested vote for both parties 
will be found In the accompanying 
tables.

Is it to have reduced, so far as the 
recommendations of the Executive 
could reduce, the spendthrift reckless 
extravagance of Congress? 

Is it to have given the United States 
an administration competent, intelli- 
gent, thoroughly progressive? 

Ib it to have achieved through the 
courts those prosecutions of violators 
of the Sherman act that Mr. Taft's 
predecessor effected mainly with his 
everlasting lungs, n kindly hand al- 
ways reaching behind his hack for 
friendly contributions and supporters? 

Is it to have made the White House 
a place of dignity and distinction, and 
not an exhibit of the Midway Plals- 
ance and an annex of Bedlam? 

Is it to have been a constitutional 
and limited ruler, not n Byzantine 
autocrat? 

Is it to have been faithful, loyal, 
modest; an intellect and not a voice, 
quietly pursuing amid the meanest 
treachery of old friends and associ- 
ates the path of honor?

A tempest in a cocoapot was caused 
last week by n strike or rather boy- 
cott (with the accent on the boy) by 
the young men attending the Classi- 
cal High School, of the food served 
in the lunch room. The boycott last 
ed for one day nnd was then lifted 
for one week with the threat on the 
part of the hoys Ihnt unless the food 
was improved before Wednesday of 
this week, it would be renewed with 
fresh vigor. 

On Tuesday a ropreontntlve of the 
Graphic visited the lunch room to 
learn the particulars first hand und 
found that Mr. Marshall, who hftR ca- 
tered to the High School students for 
the past 21 years, has always obtain- 
ed his supplies of first class dealers 
In Boston and Newton. It is served 
In nent nnd clean quarters In the 
basement of the building, and bo far 
as the writer could learn, the food 
was of excellent quality and most 
reasonable in price. The bread nnd 
doughnuts were made fresh each day 
and the sandwiches, mode on the 
premises, were fresh nnd tasteful. 
That day Mr. Marshall served a fine 
Scotch broth, with bread for 5 cents 
a cup, splendid tasting cocoa for 3 
cents a cup, good-sized sandwiches, 
made of ham, lettuce, or jam were 5 
cents each. Buttered rolls were two 
for a nickel, doughnuts and cup cakes 
were three for 5 cents, bananas and 
apples were two for 5. and ice cream 
was served in 5 nnd 10 cent portions. 
On other days Mr. Marshall serves 
chicken and marmalade sandwiches, 
fish chowder, tomato and cream of 
celery soup and fruit In season. From 
three to five hundred children are 
served eacli school day and many 
teachers have a more substantial 
lunch served after school closes. 

1-ast year a committee of ladies 
representing the Newton Federation 
of Women's Clubs visited the lunch 
room and their report was fairly sat- 
isfactory, nltho they received the im- 
pression at that time that the food 
was not substantial enough for grow- 
ing children. This is evidently not 
the case at the present time, for a 
committee of the hoys, who conferred 
with Mr. E. C. Adams, the master, on 
Wednesday, suggested that Mr. Mar- 
shall add cheese, olive and brown 
bread sandwiches to his menu and 
had very little indeed to criticize as 
to the food or service. Mr. Adams 
has suggested and Mr. Marshall has 
made an Improvement In the quality 
of the cocoa, and the boycott has evi- 
dently subsided.

Here 
the scene has been mortised out to 
give an extended view upon an en- 
larged reproduction of Bert Poole’s 
panoramic “Twentieth Century Bos- 
ton." The enlargement Is what photo- 
graphers call a natural bromide en- 
largement — 150 times larger than the 
original plate. This was 4x8 incheB 
In size and the large picture is 48x- 
100 inches. 

The novelty of the exhibit lies in 
the treatment of the lighting effects 
that are secured by the uBe of a 
flashing device. Before the picture 
was framed, a half dozen men w’orked 
as many hours at a time as they could 
stand the strain, mortising out with 
different sized punches the windows 
of the bulldlngB shown In the view. 
This Included the wharf buildings 
along Atlantic Avenue, the office 
buildings In the center city, apart- 
ment bulldlngB, State HouBe, and resi- 
dences throughout the other portions 
of the •city, and also the electric 
street lamps. More than 45,000 of 
theso holes were punched In the pic- 
ture. 

Below the picture is reproduced in 
colors the Mechanics Building, and 
tho outline and decorative lighting, 
which will be seen on the building 
during the Electric Show, which 
opens a week from next Saturday 
night, is carefully reproduced. 

The cycle of the lighting effects 
lasts for three minutes. First Is the 
full Illumination of the Beene, repre- 
senting daylight, followed by an en- 
trancing sunset, the development of 
moonlight effects with the flashlug of 
the street lamps, the lights of the 
buildings down town, the lighting of 
'he Stafe House, and the resident 
section. A particularly beautiful ef- 
fect 1b secured along the Charles 
• River reservation and out Into the 
suburbs. 

This panoramic scene will be on 
exhibition ill the Edison . Building 
window’ for some weeks.

John 1). Rockefeller was drawn ah 
n juror for service next month at the 
Cambridge Superior Court, at the 
meeting of the aldermen on Monday 
night and the announcement created 
quite a sensation, until it was learned 
that the juror-to-be wns not the noted 
financier but a resident of Auburn- 
dale. In addition to Mr. Rockefeller, 
Alderman Pratt drew the names of 
Frank .1, Monks, Jerome avenue, 
Frank W. Dorr, bake avenue. Her- 
man C. Esly, Dedham street, Edward 
Moll, Vernon street and Frank H. 
Casey of Rustic street ur fellow jur- 
ors. 

President Gray called the hoard to 
order and presided for a brief period, 
relinquishing the chair to vice presi- 
dent Moore at the hearing on the lay- 
ing out of The Ledges Rond, and Mr. 
Moore piloted the board through the 
remainder of the session. Aldermen 
Barker, Reinis, Blakcmore, Cabot, 
Chadbournc, Cox, Early, Gordon, 
Heard, Higgins, Jamieson, Jones, Mur- 
phy, Pratt, Sullivan and Williamson 
were also present. 

At the hearing on the Edison Co. 
petition for poles on Central street, a 
protest wns tiled by Mrs. Mary AV. 
Davis and others, and no one appear- 
ed at the hearings on the Edison Co. 
petition for conduits in Homer ave- 
nue and on the Telephone Co. petition 
for poles in Floral street. Vigorous 
remonstrances were made by Mr. J. 
L. , Caverly, Mr. Patrick Kone and 
Mr. C. W. Keefe to the Telephone Co. 
petition for poles on Jewett street. 

At the hearing on the proposed lay- 
ing out of BlshopBgate road and The 
Ledges road, under the betterment 
act, Mr, M. D. Jones and Mr. E. B. 
Bishop appeared in favor of the pe- 
tition and Mr. Thomas W. Proctor, 
representing Mr. Robert Casson and 
Mr. Harry J. Carlson appeared In op- 
position. 

Mr. Bishop presented a plan and ex- 
plained the general lay-out of the 
property in the vicinity. .He stated 
that with the development of the 
property, the roads in question were 
I naturally being used more than in 
the past. The roads, he said, had 
been built but about 18 or 19 feet 
wide, but reservation had been made 
for forty foot streets. Mr. Bishop 
staled that in departing from his 
father’s idea that private ownership 
of roadways was the best, he did so 
because he believed that times had 
changed. It was his opinion that 
years ago the narrow roads were 
plenty wide enough for the horse and 
carriage but with the advent of the 
six-cylinder car a wider roadway was 
needed. The cost of maintaining the 
narrow roadway in the days of the 
horse and carriage was not very 
large, but with the automobiles of 
today the cost was too great for pri- 
vate owners. He believed also that 
many times complicated situations 
were avoided by having the roads 
owned by the city instead of by indi- 
viduals. 

Mr. Jones concurred with the re- 
marks of Mr. Bishop, and said that 
he believed it only lair that the city 
should accept the streets, because of 
the liigh-cluss of property which was 
being developed there, the owners of 
which were paying the city fair sized 
i axes. 

Mr. Thomas W. Proctor on behalf 
of Mr. CarlBon and Mr. Casson called 
attention to the Board that in acting 
on petitions of this kind, the powers 
of the Board were practically judicial, 
and he quoted the opinions of several 
learned Supreme Court Justices to 


bear out his contention. He said that 
in the notices of hearing It wns stat- 
ed that the public convenience and 
necessity require the laying out of 
streets, but he believed that this was 
not a fact, nnd that very few people 
outside of the property owners used 
these streets. It wns his opinion that 
if the public necessity demanded the 
laying out of the streets, a much 
larger delegation would be present to 
favor it. 

Mr. Proctor then called attention to 
the fact, that according to the plan 
for the laying out of these streets, 
Blshopsgate road would come to a 
dead end in the bog in the roar of 
Mr. Carlson’s house, while The 
Ledges road would terminate ut the 
front door of Mr. Gray’s house, and 
believed If it was to bo carried much 
further the city would be obliged to 
erect a fence to keep the citizens 
from falling off the ledge. 

He further said that if the roads 
were to be carried through and to 
connect with some other accepted 
street, the plan might perhaps be 
feasible, but under these circum- 1 
stances it was not a matter of public 
necessity and common convenience, 
and trusted that the Board would not 
see fit to grant the petition. 

Mr. Jones in reply to Mr. Proctor 
stated that the streets were being 
travelled more and more each day 
and even the "butcher, the baker and 
the cnndlestlck maker” were entitled 
to good 40 foot streets here in order 
that they might safely drive their 
teams and automobiles up to the 
houses in order to make their dally 
sales. In regard to the terminal of 
the roadB, Mr. Jones, Bald that It was 
true that it was planned to end the 
present laying out of BiBhopsgate 
road in the rear of Mr. Carlson’s 
properly but that a Bpace had been 
reserved to make it 40 ft. in width 
clear through to Commonwealth ave- 
nue, and that the reason for ending 
the present widening at this point 
was, that this was the height of the j 
grade and it was deemed best to lay 
the drainage system out from this 
point. Mr. Jones said that in the case 
of The Ledges road, the reason for 
ending the present laying out at this 
point wns also that tjjls was the 
height of the grade. He also said 
that space had been reserved to carry 
this street down over the bonking 
which Mr. Proctor was so afraid of 
falling off, but it was not deemed ad- 
visable to do this at tfie present time 
because the property had not been 
developed enough to warrant it. Mr. 
Jones called attention to the fact that 
all the abuttors except Messrs. Carl- 
son and Casson had signed the peti- 
tions and that several of them would 
be obliged to pay much larger assess- 
ments than either of these gentlemen, 
and that it was his opinion that these 
streets should be laid out just as 
much as any other streets of the kind 
i in the city. 

I Mayor Hatfield sent in quite a batch 
! of communications including the re- 
quest of the Forest Commissioner for 
$1,000 for additional care of play- 
grounds, the City Clerk relative to the 
State electibn, the Buildings Commis- 
sioner for transfer of appropriations, 
the Board of Health for transfer of 
appropriation, and the City Engineer 
relative to the widening of Washing- 
ton street at Wales street, nnd rela- 
tive to a sewer easement near Hunne- 
well avenue. 

Petitions of T. D. Murphy for re- 
newal of auctioneer license, of John 
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NEWTON ARCHERS WIN 

Newton Centre Archers gathered on 
the playground last Saturday after- 
noon. as the result of a challenge 
Issued by the Chicago Archery Club, 
and succeeding in beating their West- 
ern opponents by 10 hits and 132 
points. The round consisted of 96 
arrows at 60 yards, and although 
tlu* day was not particularly adapted 
for archery, being cold and damp 
with a strong Northwest wind blow- 
ing across the range, the home play- 
ers made good scores. 

The Chicago team were unable to 
shoot becatis® of rain, but instead 
carried out their part of the pro- 
gram on Monday. The scores of the 
four highest members comprised the 
team, the Newton players scoring 
345 lilts and 1775 points, while the 
Chicago team made 335 hits, with a 
score of 1043 points.
